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INTRODUCTION 


This second report which is based upon results of a comprehensive survey covering all 
federal organizations was prepared by the Education Support Branch of the Department 
of the Secretary of State. Information from the same survey concerned with federal 
research support was published in Report No. I, Federal Expenditures on Research in the 
Academic Coummunity, 1966-67, 1967-68. 


The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967 and its pursuant regulations 
detail the responsibility of the Secretary of State and the Minister of Finance. In Section 
11 (f/) of the Act post-secondary education is defined as 


... every course of studies in the province that 
(i) requires for admission the attainment of a level not lower than that of junior matriculation 
in the province, 
Gi) _is of not less than twenty-four weeks duration, and 
(iii) has been certified as a course of studies at a post-secondary level by such person or persons as 
may be designated by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council of the province for such purpose; 
and 


(g)  “‘post-secondary level” has the meaning given to that expression by regulation. 


According to the pursuant Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments Regula- 
tions, Section 3 (c), 


... “post-secondary level’? means that level of education for which a level of education not 
lower than junior matriculation is a prerequisite of admission; 


As in Report No. 1 each federal organization is given a brief description which is 
followed by a table of expenditures. In all, nineteen federal organizations (ten 
departments, six agencies and three crown corporations) are involved with expenditures 
on post-secondary education as defined above. Although the Atlantic Development Board 
made no expenditures during the period surveyed, it is included by virtue of a sizable 
grant authorized during this same period. 


Expenditures are categorized as follows: 
Capital Grants. Construction costs and equipment purchases. In one case, the Department 
of National Revenue, tax rebates related to such costs are included. 


Operating Grants. Operating expenditures for post-secondary education, viz., academic, 
library, administrative, plant, and miscellaneous as described in Schedule A of the 
payments regulations and the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act. 


Awards and General Assistance. Scholarships, bursaries, and interest paid under the 
Canada Student Plan; veterans’ allowance and support for children of eligible pensionable 
veterans, and assistance to Indian students and students from the Northwest Territories. 
Such assistance paid either directly to the student or to the institution is noted in the 
text of the organization concerned. Amounts included in this category are for individuals 
studying beyond junior matriculation up to and including the masters level; also 
included are those studying for professional degrees and diplomas. Support for students 
at the doctoral level and higher was included in Report No. 1. 


Grants and Transfer Payments to Provinces. Funds paid to provincial governments in 
accordance with acts and agreements with the provinces. 


Appendix A contains a master table and charts summarizing expenditures by federal 
organizations in the four categories listed above. 


Appendix B is a list of the federal organizations whose returns showed neither 
expenditures on post-secondary education as defined above, nor allied funds as noted in 
Appendix D. 


Appendix C includes adult education and extension expenditures for post-secondary 
academics and educational institutions. Expenditures are for conferences, seminars, sym- 
posia, refresher courses, and the summer schools and academics of post-secondary institu- 
tions supported by federal funds. These are appended because they do not fall under 
post-secondary education as defined in the Act. 


Appendix D lists educational and cultural items (external and domestic) such as gifts 
and grants to institutes, colleges, associations, academic libraries, and awards of a 
quasi-academic nature made to Canadians in the Fine Arts field. 


Appendix E notes amounts expended by the Centennial Commission for the work 
carried out by post-secondary educational institutions, academics, and students. The 
Commission has been dealt with separately because it was a non-permanent federal 
organization.

Grants and Transfer Payments to Provinces 


The Department’s only expenditure on 
post-secondary education was a grant to the 
province of Saskatchewan to assist in the 


establishment of Western Veterinary College at 
the University of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon 
Campus. The grant is equal to 37.5 per cent of 
the cost of the project up to a maximum of $3 
million. Payments are made progressively as 
construction of the college proceeds.

ATLANTIC DEVELOPMENT BOARD 


The Board made no expenditures on post- 
secondary education during the period surveyed. 
It did, however, authorize a capital grant of 


$3,000,000 in 1967-68 to assist in the con- 
struction of an engineering school at Memorial 
University, Newfoundland. 


CANADA COUNCIL 


Capital Grants 


When a university capital grants fund of $50 
million was established for the Council in 1957, 
it was anticipated that the total amount would 
be granted within a ten-year period. In its tenth 
year, 1966-67, the Council made considerable 
progress towards completing this program by 
expending $8,714,521. In 1967 the last applica- 
tions for grants were received. 


The interest and profits on the investments 
purchased by the original $50 million have been 
substantial enough to permit payment on all 
approved and completed projects until 
1969-70. As of March 31, 1968, Canada 
Council university capital grants totalled 
$62,163,234. Alberta having exhausted all its 
funds in 1966-1967, received no share of the 
$1,623,752 authorized in 1967-1968. Amounts 
received by individual institutions are indicated 
below.

CANADIAN PENSION COMMISSION 


Awards and General Assistance 


The Commission’s involvement in the gen- 
eral field of education concerns support for 
children of pensionable veterans (living or 
deceased). Under Section 26(1) (6) of the 
Pension Act a child who is making satisfactory 
progress in a course of studies approved by the 
Commission may be paid an additional pension 
until he is twenty-one, although the pension 
generally expires when the child reaches the age 
of sixteen or seventeen. The Educational Assist- 
ance Act (Children of the War Dead), Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs, renders additional 
assistance. These expenditures are noted under 
that Department. 


Although not all courses of study are of a 
post-secondary educational nature, the Chair- 
man of the Commission has estimated that 
6,000 children reached the post-secondary level 
of education by 1966-67. In that year the 
additional pension was extended at an approxi- 
mate cost of $700,000. In the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1968, approximately 4,000 children 
were eligible for pensions at an estimated cost 
of $500,000. No provincial breakdown was 
available. 


It should be stressed that these figures are 
only estimates as the Commission does not have 
a precise breakdown of the number of children 
at various levels of education.

CENTRAL MORTGAGE AND HOUSING CORPORATION 


In accordance with Sections 31, 32, and 33 
of the National Housing Act, 1954 the Corpo- 
ration is responsible for assisting schools and 
students who wish to pursue studies which 
complement the aims of the Act. Areas of 
study in this category are community planning, 
housing design, housing and urban affairs, and 
building technology. 


Operating Grants 


Aid is given to graduate planning schools to 
maintain full-time teaching staff and to support 
library facilities. In 1966-67 grants of $6,000 
each to five Canadian university planning 
schools were approved. McGill University, 
however, did not claim its share and actual 
expenditures for the period totalled $24,000. 


In the following fiscal year a planning school 
was established at the University of Waterloo. 
Operating grants were increased in the same 


period to $10,000 per school resulting in 
expenditures of $60,000 for the year. 


Awards and General Assistance 


Fellowships are. offered annually for full- 
time graduate study. Master scholarships in 
1966-67 were estimated to have totalled 
$158,100; in the subsequent fiscal year approx- 
imately $182,000 was awarded. 


The Corporation also awards travelling schol- 
arships to students entering their final under- 
graduate year in Canadian schools of architec- 
ture. During a four-week period they travel as a 
group in Canada and the United States studying 
examples of residential environment and design. 
Following the tour the students spend another 
eight weeks gaining further knowledge and 
experience at head office. Each student is 
expected to submit a paper to the satisfaction 
of his school on the summer’s tour and work. 
Expenditures in 1966-67 totalled $16,800, and 
$17,500 in the following year.

EXTERNAL AID OFFICE 


The Government of Canada’s participation in 
international development and assistance to 
developing countries is channelled, for the 
most part, through the External Aid Office 
(now the Canadian International Development 
Agency). Both capital and technical assistance 
is extended to the French- and English-speaking 
countries of South and South-East Asia 
(Colombo Plan—CP) and Africa (Special Com- 
monwealth Africa Aid Program — SCAAP and 
Independent French Speaking African States — 
IFSAS), as well as to the Commonwealth 
countries of the Caribbean (Commonwealth 
Caribbean Assistance Program — CCAP). Much 
of this aid directly involves Canadian universi- 
ties, technical institutes, and other post-second- 
ary educational institutions and may be 
considered in two broad categories. The first 
involves sending advisers and teachers to devel- 
oping countries (see Appendix D). The second 
involves bringing trainees from these countries 
to Canada for training unavailable or difficult 
to obtain at home. These activities are essential- 
ly responsive since the recipient country first 
establishes its development priorities and then 
requests Canada’s assistance in implementation. 


Awards and General Assistance 


External Aid’s assistance to students from 
developing countries includes financial support 
for individual students, group programs, and 
the Commonwealth Scholarship and Fellowship 
Plan. Under the program of individual student 
support each student is provided with an 
allowance for living and school expenses while 
receiving training in Canada. The great majority 
of these students are enrolled at universities. 
Group programs become a convenient form of 
assistance when a number of trainees from a 
particular country, or from several countries 
with similar conditions and needs, wish to 
follow the same type of program. In such an 
instance External Aid will make arrangements 
with a specific university or college to provide a 
special group program. The Commonwealth 
Scholarship and Fellowship Plan enables prom- 
ising students with the potential to make a 
significant contribution to their own countries 
to study in Canada.

FINANCE 


The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
Act, 1967 provided new arrangements for 
transferring payments in support of post- 
secondary education from the federal govern- 
ment to the provinces. The Act is administered 
by the Department of Finance and the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State. In the fiscal 
years preceding this legislation, academic insti- 
tutions received operating grants. These were 
administered by the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada (AUCC) who received 
the money asa lump sum from the Department 
of the Secretary of State (see text and table for 
the Secretary of State). Quebec was not a party 
to the AUCC-administered program, although it 
received an abatement of federal corporate tax 
equivalent to $2 per capita and a grant of $3 
per capita which was administered by Parlia- 
ment. The latter grant is listed in the Grants and 
Transfer Payments to Provinces column of 
the table for the Department of the Secretary 
of State. 


Under the terms of the present Act the 
federal government makes fiscal transfers in 
direct relation to post-secondary educational 
Operating costs. A province will receive an 
amount equal to 50 per cent of the eligible 
operating costs of post-secondary education or 
$15 per head of population whichever is great- 
er. The latter option has been designed for 
those provinces where expenditure levels have 
been relatively low. It is expected that in the 
future those provinces under the per capita 
formula will find it to their advantage to opt 
for the 50 per cent formula. The amounts of 
actual transfers consist of 


(a) an abatement of four personal and one 
corporate income tax points; 


(b) associated equalization payments, and 


(c) adjustment payments, designed to make 
up the difference between the above trans- 
fers and the total amount to which each 
province is entitled under one or the other 
formula. 


The Department of Finance is concerned with 
the administration of terms (a) and (b) only; 
whereas the Education Support Branch, Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State, is concerned 
with term (c). All monies transferred under the 
Act are derived from the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund. 


Awards and General Assistance 


The Department of Finance administers the 
Canada Student Loans Act. In 1966-67 
$200,000 was expended to cover the adminis- 
trative costs for issuing eligibility certificates; 
the following year $250,000 was spent. The 
average cost was $3.25 per eligibility certificate. 
The provinces administer these certificates but 
costs are borne by the federal government. A 
further $3,000,000 in 1966-67 and $6,000,000 
in 1967-68 was expended to cover the interest 
costs of the loan program. 


Grants and Transfer Payments to Provinces 


Fiscal transfers by the Department amount- 
ing to $13,274,398 for 1966-67 constituted the 
corporate tax abatement to the Province of 
Quebec. The following fiscal year when the 
new Act became operative and the Depart- 
ment assumed its responsibility as outlined 
above, fiscal transfers to the provinces in the 
form of tax abatements were an estimated 
$227,613,000; whereas the fiscal transfer value 
of equalization payments was an estimated 
$21,030,000. Expenditures for 1967-68 total- 
led $248,643,000. Adjustment payments are 
noted on the table for the Department of the 
Secretary of State.

NORTHERN ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 
Education Division 


Both the Education Division of the Northern 
Administration Branch and the governments of 
the Northwest Territories and the Yukon are 
responsible for the education of residents of the 
territories. 


Operating Grants 


The costs of post-secondary education as 
defined by the Act refers to Grade XII in the 
Northwest Territories (Senior Matriculation in 
Alberta). In 1966-67 the total expenditure 
towards teachers salaries and allowances was 
$82,176; an estimated total of $97,500 was 
spent in 1967-68. Other costs included in 
school operations were transportation, texts, 
and supplies, amounting to $32,720 in 1966-67 
and an estimated $38,100 in 1967-68. Total 
post-secondary educational expenditures for 
school operations in 1966-67 in the Northwest 
Territories amounted to $114,896 and an 
estimated $135,600 in 1967-68. 


In the Yukon federal assistance for teachers’ 
salaries and allowances was $18,055 in 
1966-67. In the following year this amounted 
to an estimated $21,494. Building maintenance 


and other costs in 1966-67 were $4,520 and an 
estimated $1,460 in 1967-68. Transportation 
costs increased considerably from 1966-67’s 
figure of $1,050 to an estimated $13,800 in 
1967-68. The 1967-68 total for operating 
grants in the Yukon was approximately $36,754. 
Expenditures for 1966-67 were $23,625. 


Awards and General Assistance 


Grants paid by the government of the 
Northwest Territories to university students 
amounted to $27,892 in 1966-67. In addition 
$7,773 was loaned to university students by the 
territorial government. In 1967-68 a new policy 
eliminated loans paid to university students. An 
estimated $85,067 was awarded to university 
students by the government of the Northwest 
Territories in support of post-secondary educa- 
tion. 


The government of the Yukon granted 
$3,650 and loaned $20,156 to university stu- 
dents in 1966-67. In 1967-68, $56,800 was 
granted while only $12,250 was loaned, an 
overall increase from the previous year. Monies 
loaned to students in the territories are exclud- 
ed from the table since these amounts are 
repayable.

In 1966-67 under the terms of the Technical 
Vocational Training Assistance Act (TVTA), 
funds were expended for post-secondary tech- 
nical education. Capital expenditures amount- 
ed to an estimated $11,437,162. In some 
instances payments were made to educational 
institutes which were both secondary and post- 
secondary. As a result only a percentage of 
expenditures, i.e., those at the post-secondary 
level of education, have been calculated and 
included in this report. 


In the same fiscal year post-secondary 
operating expenditures were based upon the

Section 47 (a) of the Excise Tax Act states: 


Where the materials have been purchased by or on 
behalf of 


(a) a school, university or other similar educa- 
tional institution for use exclusively in the 
construction of a building for that institution, 
or 


(b) any organization for use exclusively in the 
construction of a building for that organization 
that is to be used exclusively or mainly as a 
public library operated by or on behalf of that 
organization on a non-commercial basis, 
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and the tax imposed by Part VI has been paid in 
respect of those materials, the Minister may, upon 
application by such institution or organization in 
such form as the Minister prescribes made to the 
Minister within two years from the time the 
materials were purchased, pay to such institution 
or organization an amount equal to that tax. 


Payments made under Section 47 (a) of the Act 
are not fiscal transfers but rebates to institu- 
tions of the federal sales tax on materials used 
in construction. For this reason they have been 
listed under Capital Grants. The figure in the first 
fiscal year is the amount actually paid as 
rebates; for the second year the amount is an 
estimate for the country as a whole.

POLYMER CORPORATION 


Awards and General Assistance 


Undergraduate Awards. Polymer has two pro- 
grams of undergraduate student support. The 
first, for the families of Polymer employees, 
includes university scholarships as well as higher 
education awards to attend any recognized 
post-secondary educational institution in 
Canada. The university scholarships are for 
$6,000 and are tenable for up to four years 
study in the arts or sciences at a Canadian 
institution. Only one award is made annually. 
The winner is awarded $1,500 the first year, 
and subject to satisfactory progress, further 
grants of $1,500 a year are made for three 
additional years. Higher education awards cover 
only tuition and compulsory fees. Like the 
university scholarships they are tenable for four 
years of study as long as satisfactory progress is 
maintained. More than one award may be 
granted annually. 


The second program of undergraduate 
support provides university scholarships for 


students of Lambton County. The amount of 
an award is $6,000, $1,500 a year for four years 
or until the first degree is obtained. Satisfactory 
progress must be maintained. Only one award is 
made annually to a student studying engineer- 
ing, business administration, mathematics, 
chemistry, physics, metallurgy, or materials 
science. Children of Polymer Corporation 
employees are not eligible for this award. 


Graduate Awards for Studies in Education. To 
increase the number of mathematics and scien- 
ce teachers in secondary schools, Polymer 
awards post-graduate scholarships for studies in 
education at Althouse College of Educa- 
tion, University of Western Ontario, and at 
Ontario College of Education, University of 
Toronto. One award, tenable for one year, is 
made annually for study at each college. The 
award holder receives a grant of $750 and the 
college a grant of $250. The number of 
students receiving money (in brackets on the 
table) includes first year recipients as well as 
those receiving support on a continuing basis.

Since the initiation of the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967 the 
Education Support Branch of the Department 
has been responsible for the adjustment pay- 
ments made directly to the provinces. As 
previously stated, the Act provides for pay- 
ment to a province of an amount equal to 50 
per cent of the operating costs of post-second- 


pp 


ary educational institutions or $15 per head of 
population, whichever is greater. 


In 1966-67 the Secretary of State made a 
lump sum grant to the AUCC which in turn 
administered payments to the universities and 
colleges. The provincial breakdown on the table 
denotes the amounts received by the institu- 
tions in each province. As outlined in the 
text for the Department of Finance, the 
payment to the Province of Quebec in 1966-67 
has been included in the same category as the 
AUCC-administered grants. Expenditures for 
1966-67 totalled $86,584,402. 


As of March 31, 1968, adjustment payments 
totalling $108,000,000 were made to the prov- 
inces by the Education Support Branch in 
accordance with the terms of the Act. It has 
been estimated that further payments totalling 
$43,940,000 will be made by the Department 
of the Secretary of State when the provincial 
accounts for 1967-68 are submitted.

An additional $34 dollars per month is 
received by a widow until her dependent child 


reaches twenty-one. From ages twenty-one to 
thirty a monthly payment of $68 goes directly 
to the dependent child, providing he qualifies 
for support and is studying approved courses. 
In 1966-67 expenditures totalled $353,732. 
The following year $393,377 was spent. 


Payments made directly to students under 
EAA and PTR have been categorized as general 
assistance. In 1966-67 payments to students 
under this program amounted to $482,765;

CANADIAN BROADCASTING CORPORATION 


The Corporation is involved in post-secondary 
education through educational broadcasts and univer- 


sity lectures given by CBC staff members. This 
excludes academics participating in commentary and 
public affairs programs. Most post-secondary educa- 
tional broadcasts are produced in cooperation with 
provincial departments of agriculture and education 
and relate to traditional disciplines in the humanities, 
and social and natural sciences. University faculties 
also cooperate by assisting in the production of pro- 
grams on agriculture and forestry. 


On the French network formal cooperation exists 
between Radio-Canada and the universities of Mont- 
real, Sherbrooke, Ottawa, and Laval in the production 
of courses for radio and television which yield credits 
towards the Bachelor’s degree. The universities, in 
agreements with the Corporation, pay their professors 
a fee of $100 per half-hour lecture for these series. 


CBC received $29,000 in 1966-67 and $27,000 in 
1967-68 from provincial governments as their agreed 
share of the cost of certain television programs. Apart 
from this all CBC costs are net. 
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CBC staff also serve as lecturers at post-secondary 
educational institutions across Canada. More than 
twenty-five permanent staff members at both major 
production centres (Montreal and Toronto) devote 
considerable time to the preparation and presentation 
of lectures at the university level.

Under the Adult Occupational Training Act the 
Department spent $105,036,781 on placement buying 
in 1967-68. Placement buying is the purchase of up to 
a year’s training, e.g., trade or technical training, for 
unemployed workers who have been in the labour 
force at least three years. It is not known what 
percentage of this total supported post-secondary 
educational training. 


NATIONAL HEALTH AND WELFARE 


Health Services Branch (Emergency Health Services 
Division). The Division makes grants to universities to 
conduct undergraduate seminars in the management of 
mass casualty programs. In 1967-68 an estimated 
$9,000 was spent; in the previous fiscal year $2,600 
was expended.

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 


In April 1967 I’Association des Universités partielle- 
- ment ou entiérement de langue francaise (AUPELF) 
received $50,000. The Canada Council received 
$30,000 in both fiscal years to cover the adminis- 
tration costs of an educational exchange program with 
European countries. Similarly, the AUCC received 
$16,280 in 1967-68 for the administration in Canada 
of a program of scholarships offered to Canadian 
nationals by the governments of France, Belgium, and 
Switzerland. In 1967-68 the Department helped to 
subsidize a lecture series on the Soviet Union at 
Carleton University with a grant of $350. 


During both fiscal years the Department purchased 
a number of textbooks from Canadian institutions of 
higher learning and presented them to post-secondary 
educational institutions abroad. In 1966-67 twenty- 
three presentations at a total cost of $23,165 were 
made to universities in eighteen countries as well as to 
several institutes of adult education. The following 
year eighteen presentations were made to universities 
in ten countries at a cost of $33,658.

EXTERNAL AID OFFICE 


External Aid has three types of expenditures which 
are classified as external grants. The first category 
includes the amount spent on sending professors and 
teachers overseas to teach at the post-secondary level. 
The second category covers the cost of sending 
professors and technical experts overseas to teach and 
to advise on technical projects. Master contracts 
constitute the third type of expenditure which enables 
Canadian universities or technical institutes to provide 
professors and teachers to assist in establishing facul- 
ties, schools, and courses of instruction at post-second- 
ary educational institutions in developing countries. 
The Department spent a total of $1,521,991 on these 
programs in 1966-67, and $1,859,697 the following 
year.

Appendix E 


CENTENNIAL COMMISSION 


The Commission was originally established to plan, 
promote, coordinate, and implement the program of 
events marking the Centennial of Canadian Confedera- 
tion. In both fiscal years Messrs. Dorais (Université de 
Montréal) and Lucas (University of Toronto) con- 
ducted a survey on part of the Federal-Provincial 
Youth Travel Program. Their report was to evaluate 
the motivation and attitudes of youth travel groups 
and to make recommendations for improvement in 
the administration of the program. Expenditures for 
1966-67 and 1967-68 totalled $9,000 and $15,000 
respectively. 


For the year 1966-67, $67,445 was authorized for 
expenditure on youth travel grants in support of 
debating tournaments, and conferences. In the follow- 
ing year $64,050 was expended. 


In both fiscal years annual grants of approximately 
$80,000 were allotted to AUCC which in turn made 
grants to various university centennial programs as 
follows: 
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Universities Centennial Visiting Lectures 

and Artists Projects 
Universities Centennial Theatre Project
